The fact that California legislators are 
firing on legislation for 1963 to speed-up 
ie infamous slow-count state ballot is all to 
ie good, unless you wish to quibble by ac- 
iowIedging that it is 15 years too late. 
The Assembly Elections Committee is 
idying, among other things, why at this 
ting, nearly six weeks after election, Sec­ 
tary of State Frank Jordan still has not been 
ble to complete all tabulations. 
The committee should get down to the 
ecinct level and ascertain why on the mom- 
g after election Riverside County was able 
give complete returns on only five percent 
the precincts. 
Projecting that into state and national 
ibulations in a general election you produce 
ig but chaos on the news gathering 
ont. 
No one as yet has come up with an all- 
iver solution to the recurring problem but 
everal avenues are being explored. One is 
1 o use double precinct boards, as are used in 
| ] )regon and Kansas. One board would serve 
rom 7 a.m. to 7 p.m.—the hours during which 
¡1 he polls are open. Then another would take 
f] ts place for tallying purposes. 
' From the simple premise that no one is 
i fficient after a 12 hour day, this idea has 


merit. Another possible advantage to the 
idea is that the tabulating board team could 
be chosen from workers adept with figures, 
a trait not present in everyone. 
We like it 
Among the other solutions offered are: 
elimination of writeins crossing party lines; 
elimination of non-contested positions from 
the ballot; better pay for precinct workers. 
No one as yet has come up with the ob­ 
viously true, but politically unpalatable state­ 
ment that the average precinct worker is in­ 
adequately trained and not at all indoctrinat­ 
ed with the importance of the job. 
Any newspaper reporter with experience 
in election coverage will tell you that the odds 
against a correct tabulation of votes in ANY 
precinct are more than any bookmaker would 
take. Why else does every re-count in a chal­ 
lenged election reveal errors, significant or 
otherwise? 
Most reporters also can recount the many 
times he and his newspaper, and thus the 
general public, has had to wait for result: 
while a precinct board stops for coffee and 
doughnuts or a seven course dinner, or simply 
chatters while the tabulations w ait 
The present study and the hoped-for 
legislation will be a long overdue blessing. 
Let’s get on with it.

Nohpdy knows what William Shakespeare 
bought about his own work, though he had 
worldly success, and toward the end of his 
Ife could afford a house in Stratford and an­ 
other in London. He may not even then have 
tioved in good society—actors and players 
eldom did in those days. Yet his bones were 
Jardly laid to rest before Ben Johnson was 
aying about him, “He was not of an age but 
br all time." 
Did he think about all time? Did he 
tare? Did that marvelous verse that came 
from his heart with such apparent ease seem 
¡íto him a language that all men might speak 
if they so desired? We know only that he left 
the English speech forever richer, filling it 
with images that parade with banners, drums 
and the wail of flutes three and a half cen­ 
turies after he had set pen to paper. 
Shakespeare, dead and buried with no 
autobiography except in his poetry and with 
no adequate biography, remains a living citi­ 
zen of this planet We may come upon him 
in New York’s Central Park. We find him 
only a little further off in Stratford, Conn., 
where t h e American Shakespeare Festival 
Theatre has completed its first decade. He 
may be heard in Stratford, Ontario, and in 
Stratford, England. 
Why does he live? Why can one man, 
writing for a few, in a small city in a thinly 
populated country, speak over the generations 
to millions of people? The man from Strat­ 
ford remains a mystery. But his resounding 
words, his haunting cadences, his kings and 
clowns that are even as today’s ordinary men

— these survive long after the writer himself 
has turned to dust. Riches and power go down 
the long highway into nothingness, but a 
man whose only riches were words and whose 
only power was wit, poetry and understand­ 
ing remains alive.

Too Much of Just About Everything 


WASHINGTON—Two of the Sen­ 
ate's best Democrats—Symington 
and McClellan—are striving m an­ 
fully to prevent the investigations 
of the Stockpile and Billie Sol Es­ 
tes from turning into political 
Donnybrooks instead of being the 
serious research jobs which the 
nation needs in both instances. 
Under more than one of the 
postwar adm inistrations, we have 
managed, or m ism anaged, 
our 
natural bounty of m inerals in the 
first instance, and foods in the 
other, until the accumulation as­ 
sumes the shape of multi-billion- 
dollar piles of refuse on which 
scavengers of several sorts have 
shamefully profiteered. 


Punishment Is Secondary 
We certainly ought to punish 
the malefactors, but in all truth 
this should be a secondary pur­ 
pose of any congressional probe. 
Our prim ary purpose in both in­ 
vestigations should b e to find out 
w hat's wrong with the system — 
and then to do something drastic 
to improve it. 
Ducking in and out of the Sy­ 
mington hearings over the past 
weeks, your reporter has left the 
detailed stories on nickel, fluor­ 
spar and the other government- 
hoarded m aterials to the able at­ 
tention of the daily correspond­ 
ents. But it is not difficult to see 
what forces are at work here. 
The Democrats have a political 
interest in showing that Big Busi­ 
ness under Eisenhower used the 
Stockpile to bolster prices and to 


get rich at the taxpayers’ ex­ 
pense. The Republicans have an 
interest in showing that Big Gov­ 
ernm ent is the villain of the piece. 
The danger is that this ideologi­ 
cal artillery duel will kill off any 
chance of finding a method to 
control America’s mineral wealth 
and to get the optimum use of 
our famous industrial economy. 


Commendation Dosorvod 
Senator Symington, and Presi­ 
dent Kennedy, who assigned him 
this staggering task, both deserve 
commendation for keeping a sin­ 
gle eye on the desired result.

and present 
m em ber of the American Bar As­ 
sociation’s House 
of 
Delegates. 
Together, Symington and Coburn 
are able to keep garrulous wit­ 
nesses reasonably 
well on the 
sound track, and despite an occa­ 
sional burst of political gunfire, to 
keep the slow-moving wagon train 
of statistics fairly on course. 


Senator McClellan, 
as usual, 


presides like Patience on a Mon­ 


um ent until pushed to the limits 
of 
his 
slow-burning 
Southern 
w rath. Hia probe of the Billie Sol 
E stes case has all the makings of 
a scandal-fest, but McClellan Is 
m ore interested in probing an in­ 
stitution (In this case the Agri­ 
culture Department) than in per­ 
sonalities. Thus far, his witness- 
on-the-hot-seat has been the earn­ 
est and personable Secretary Or­ 
ville Freem an whose difficulties 
in knowing what goes on in his 
m a m m o t h 
bureaucracy has 
earned equal shares of sympathy 
and stem admonitions from the 
senator. McClellan plainly thinks 
the secretary ought to keep much 
closer tabs on Agriculture under­ 
lings who perm itted Estes too 
much 
favoritism, 
yet 
he 
also 
treats Freem an with an air of 
commiseration, as if to say, *'I 
wouldn't have your job for a mil­ 
lion dollars." 
McClellan's 
objectivity 
hasn't 
been helped by some adm inistra­ 
tion hanky-panky, which started 
a dragnet search of the records 
to em barrass two upright Repub­ 
lican senators, Mundt and Curtis. 
The effect was to anger Republi­ 
cans and intensify their determi­ 
nation to make an election-year 
exam ple of Freeman. 
But McClellan, like Symington, 
is hewing to the line, and maybe 
w e'll get some useful information 
leading to an Improvement of Big 
Bureaucracy—repeat, maybe.

NEW YORK (U PI)—After much 
scientific fretting and thinking. 
Dr. G eorge E. Moore, the famous 
cancer scientist and surgeon, has 
come to the conclusion that 105 
varieties of cancer afflict the hu­ 
man race. 
R arely do you find an acknowl­ 
edged cancer expert willing to 
name an exact num ber although 
they all know there are many. 
Previous expert num berings of 
varieties have ranged from 70 to 
500. 
Moore decided the numbering 
of varieties was im portant. It is 
a way of emphasizing both to 
physicians and to the lay public 
that cancers have intensive indi­ 
vidualities. 
"It should be em phasized re­ 
peatedly that no single cause— 
and hence no single m agic, cura­ 
tive drug—is likely to be found,” 
he said. On the other hand, clas­ 
sifying cancers by variety is sci­ 
entifically useful. 


Positive Approach 
It is an approach which centers 
on "the possibility of curing many 
individual cancers in various in­ 
dividual ways, rather than on the 
general incurability of cancer in 
general.’* 
This stim ulates scientific work 
and, he continued, it ’’should also 
help to decrease the fear which 
the word cancer commonly en­ 
genders.” 
Moore is director of the Ros­ 
well 
Park 
M emorial 
Institute, 
Buffalo, N.Y. Editorializing in the 


technical organ of the A m erican 
College of Surgeons, he said th* 
figure of 105 ‘‘is not a m agic one, 
since the exact value depends 
upon your own personal philoso­ 
phy. 
"In 
the future, 
some tum or 
categories will probably be elim ­ 
inated by combining them with 
others, whereas new ones will be 
added when etiologic (causative) 
factors have been found, 
new 
clinical syndrom es have been de­ 
scribed, and specific responses to 
definitive therapy have been at­ 
tained." 
More Than One 
You can be scientifically em ­ 
phatic in stating that cancer is 
not a single disease, 
he said. 
Some kinds of tum ors a re entire­ 
ly benign and 
some of those 
which are m alignant “a re rarely 
fatal.” But opposed to th e latter 
are the few kinds which a re just 
about never cured. 
Obviously, he continued, 
you 
can't classify cancers by their 
causes, since m ost of the causa­ 
tive agents are unknown. Besides, 
he said, some agents apparently 
can cause several sorts of can­ 
cers, just as the bacteria respon­ 
sible for tuberculosis can cause 
a number of different diseases. 
Nor can you classify cancers 
by the body sites where they rise. 
That would involve much dupli­ 
cation, and he cited one type of 
cancer which "arises from dozens 
of different organ sites.” 
"The unpleasant fact,” he said, 
"is that no one really knows how 
many 
kinds of 
cancers 
there 
are.”
